The Romanists in the 
Church Schools double the number of Protestants in 
the National Schools in these provinces of Ireland. 
If Mr. Cardwell, therefore, is really a friead to 
mixed education, he should at once give in his ad- 
hesion to the Church Education Society as the best 
exemplar of the mixed system. Nor could Mr. 
Whiteside be truly called the representative of ex- 
treme Protestantism because of any extravagance in 
his demands. He simply asked that the same facilities 


in that. Mr. Cardwell acknowledges that the rules 
of the National Board have been broken and altered ; 
he admits that there are defects in the system ; yet, 
with extraordinary perversity, he-refuses to amend 
the rules and remedy these defects. He cites, asa 
proof of the success of the National System, the great 
number of schools and the vast multitude of scholars 
which are placed under it. But he omits to men- 
tion that for a quarter of a century an enormous 
sum has been placed virtually at the sole disposal of 
the priests, whose interest it has been to multiply the 
number of schools and scholars to claim an exten- 
sion of the grant. The sum granted annually for 
education in Ireland amounts to upwards of 4273, 000. 
Of this enormous sum five-sixths are given to Rom- 
ish schools under the control of Romish priests, and 
but one-sixth is given to schools which may by 
courtesy be called mixed. So enormous a sum as 
this, devoted to carry out a system now in operation 
for thirty years, of necessity could command a mag- 
nificent display both of schools and scholars. When 
Mr. Cardwell states that all systems but the National 
one had failed, he uses an euphonism to express that 
Government discountenanced every system but it; and, 
not content with rescinding the grant to the Kildare 
Society's Schools, which were confessedly destroyed to 
please the Romish priesthood, refused to grant a far- 
thing of the State funds to the education of the chil- 
dren belonging to the State Church. In the whole 
world there is not an instance of a similar policy, 
and, we will add, of a similar failure.

FOREIGN TRADERS IN RUSSIA. 
The Daily News publishes a ukase which says it makes 
a step towards frecdom of trades more important than any 
that has yet been taken in Russia for the last 30 or 40 
years. The Emperor sweeps away the whole of the 
disabilities hitherto attaching to foreign subjects trading 
in that country. Their vexatious character may be 
inferred from the fact that not more than a score of 
mercantile firms had been able to carry on business 
without taking the Russian oath of allegiance.

‘The order ot 
expulsion came from General Garibaldi himse;f, It 
was presented to the President of the National Com- 
mittee (M. La Farina) about half-past 11 at night, on 
the 7th. The Sicilian Government was not apprised of 
the step. M. La Farina was only allowed half an hour 
to make his preparations fof departure. Ile asked for 
a boat from Admiral Persano, who commands the 
Sardinian squadron, and proceeded on board the Ad- 
miral’s ship. He was accompanied by the chief of the 
police of Palermo, and by an officer of high rank, who 
commanded the detachment that surrounded his house. 
M. La Farina, on his arrival here, immediately waited 
upon Count Cavour. 

THE MASSACRES iN SYRIA 

A correspondent, writing from Beyrout, July Ist 
says:— f 

To give you some idea what diese Druses are, I will 
enumerate a few instances of their frightful barbarity, 
all of which I have heard from the unfortunate sufferers 
themselves, now reiugcves from Lebanon. 


One poor woman—I knew both her husband and 
herself well at Deir-el-Kamar, where they were 
wealthy people—told me that when the Druses 
attacked the town the second time (I should 
mention that it had surrendered, and all the inha- 
bitants had given up their arms some twenty-four 
days previously to the Druses, and had been pro- 
mised protection by their sheiks) her husband was 
hacked to pieces before her eyes by the large knives 
ot the Druses, who then declared they must kill all male 
children in the house. The mother tried to hide her 
two sons, one fifteen and the other nine years old. The 
Druses, however, found them out,and as she begged 
and prayed for their lives, and endeavoured to cover 
them in a corner with her person, the Druses 
hacked at the lads over her shoulder, and gashed them 
until they both dropped down apparently lifeless. The 
Druses then made off,and the woman, thinking her 
two boys dead, remained in a sort of stupor fortwo 
houre—so far as she can calculate. At last she was 
roused by hearing the eldest lad call her in a faint voice, 
trying to assure her that he was not yet dead, On | 
this she felt the body of the youngest boy, and found | 
hie heart beating. She got some water, and after giving 
it to beth her children—so for as she could get them 
to drink it—started into the town to see whether she 
could provure assistance to get her and her boys away, 
She got us far as the serali, or Government House, but 
there she found thatsome 500 Christians, who had taken 
refuge, were being cut to pieces by the Druses, who 
had been invited to enter the precincts of the building 
by the Turkish soldiers of the garrison, these latter 
helping in the butchery, and being so far worse 
than the Druses that they abused in the most 
infamous manner all the women Seeing no 
help could be obtained here, the poor woman turned to 
fly, when she came across an old Druse who had for- 
merly been a farm servant of her husband's. After u 
great deal of vntreaty on her part the man consented to 
protect her and her children downto the sea coast. 
” about four hours’ journey, on condition of receiving an 
order on her brother, u wealthy man in Beyrout, for 
10,000 piastres. To this she agreed, and they returned 
together to her house. She had not been absent 
more than an hour, but she found her two children 
cut into pieces, joint by joint, “ limb and trunk se- 
vered” (to use her words) as butchers cut up sheep“ 

legs, arms, and bodies being hacked up into 
a sha s mass of bloody flesh and reeking bones. 
Some other poor women then joined her, and to- 
gether they made their way to a mulberry planta- 
tion outside the town, where they passed the night. 
At daybreak they were discovered by a party of 
Druses, who, after stripping them to find whether 
they had any money on their persons, and taking 
away what little they , told them they 
might go where they liked.

Thus 
the road to where the Great Eastern lies is somewhat of 
the roughest, winding through all the debris of rising 
streets and stores, where peo who have not the 
dollar to pay for going on board congregate to gratify 
their curiosity by a good look at the hull and outside. 
The glimpses afforded of this, however, are few and 
far between, as the dust here is really very nearly as 
bad as at Aldershott. The New Yorkers—undeniable 
judges in these matters—say that two niistakes have 
been committed in regard to the exhibition of the ship; 
the first being mooring her alongside a wifirf where all 
cen closely examine her from the outside, and the next in 
fixing the price of admission at a dollar. The truth 
of the latter objection remains to be seen _ first, 
though the fact is that a dollar has not been deter- 
mined on as the price throughout, and there is 
no dohbt but that the directors will act wisely 
in this matter, and have eventually dollar, 
half-dollar, and quarter-dollar days, so as to bring a 
visit to the ship within the reach of all classes. Cer- 
tainly they have done well in not at first opening at too 
low a figure. It is easy to reduce the charge; it would 
be impossible to raise it. The second objection which 
is taken against her being moored alongside a wharf is 
more correct, Where she now lies the dust is so great 
that all the ports of the ship have to be kept closed, 
which makes the heat between decks almost un e. 
Friday, the 29th, was a dreadfully hot day, even for 
this city, though, strange to say, during one or two 
minutes, the wind suddenly blew with almost 
she violence of a heavy gale. One of these 
sharp gusts caught the Great Eastern’s broadside 
and forced her so much through a shelving bank of 
mud which extends under the water for about 20 feet 
from the wharf as to touch her port wheel against one 
of the timber fenders hanging ong the shore. Some 
of the New York papers state that the wheel was 
erushed to such an extent that several thousand dollars 
would not repair the damage. The real fact is that the 
edge of one of the wooden floats was slightly splintered 
to the depth of a few inches—so slightly that it is not 
necessary to repair it in any way, while, if repaired the 
cost would be less than 30s. The fact of her touching 
the wharf at all, however, showed the necessity of her 
being more securely moored, and the anchors have been 
taken on shore and into the stream on both sides, so 
that she is now pretty well fixed. 

Unfortunately, two fatal accidents occurred on board 
that evening. A man was sent into the wheel to see 
that none of the iron-work was injured, when missing 
his step, he fell through, and striking his head against 
one of the iron bars, was killed almost instantaneously. 
The second occurred a few hours after to one of the 
sailors, who, while very drunk, and, as it is supposed, 
trying to get on shore, fell into the water and sunk im- 
mediately, A row which originated among the sailors 
on Sunday night, in the course of which one received a 
dreadful blow on the head with an iron “spanner,” is 
also likely to add another to the list of deaths, as the 
recovery of the injured man is now more than doubtful, 

The American visiters seem deeply impréssed, not 
only by the magnitude of the vessel, but by the extreme 
fineness and beauty of her lines, for which they had 
scarcely given her credit. At the same time, there seems 
to be a little arriere pensee of jealousy that she is not 
American. This feeling is not only natural, but even 
creditable in a highspirited nation, who, in all relating to 
maratime excellence, have so closely contested our em- 
pire of the sea. To do them bare justice, however, they 
are foremost in admitting that the Great Eastern is far 
ahead of all others, and are even louder in their praise 
of her as she is now than very many patriotic English- 
men. Of course, there are some exceptions to this 
rule, and an.amusing instance is told of one. The 
Japanese Princes did not visit the Great Eastern as 
was at first expected or intended. Un their way 
down to the Niagara, however, they passed close to the 
big ship, when, I am informed, their attention was 
adroitly occupied by a patriotic American, who, pulling 
out a picture of the Adriatic, showed it to them as the 
portrait of-a vessel which, though not quite so large, 
was a quicker and a better seaboat than the Great 
Eastern. Occupied with an examination of this, the big 
ship was safely passed without close inspection. It was a 
master stroke of policy, and may possibly restore the 
balance of superiority in favour of our cousins in the 
minds of the Japanese. Gencrally the Japanese appear 
to have left rather a favourable impression here, though 
how far this feeling may have been stimulated by the 
balls and parties which the Corporation gave in their 
honour, and to which, of cours everybody was asked, 
it is hard to say. That all, however, are not equally 
impressed in their favour may be judged from the

UNITED BRITISH ARMY SCRIPTURE 
READERS’ AND SOLDIERS’ FRLEND SOCIETY. 

A numerous and highly influential meeting was held 
yesterday, at 12 o'clock, in the school-house atta ched 
to Carysfort Church, Blackrock, for the promotion of 
the objects of this most useful society. 

The chair was oceupied by

The proceedings were opened with prayer, after 
which the chairman addressed a few observations to the 
meeting, explanatory of the objects for which the 
society had been organised. 

Colonel Sinclair, of the Madras Army, and Hon. Sec. 
to the Society, next addreesed the meeting. He detailed 
his experience of the British Army in India, and pointed 
out the beneficial results which had attended even the 
partial reading of the Scriptures among the soldiery 
while he was on service in India. He gave many and 
— examples of the moral and social amelioration 
which had taken place amongst the natives, produged by 
the condhet of Christian soldiers. (Hear, hear.) “There 
were many excuses for the loose morality which, gene- 
rally speaking, characterised the British Army; but, al- 
though they could not make soldiers, as a body, religious 
as civiljans, still through the instrumentality of the 
society thuch good could be done, not only to the indi- 
viduals themselves, but to the inhabitants of the distant 
and uncivilised countries in which they happened to be 
located. (Hear, hear.) It was apprehended by mis- 
sionaries that our army in China would be an obstacle 
in the way of missionary labour, but he) was happy to 
state that the conduct of the troops who had received, 
in some degree, instruction in the Holy Word of God, 
through the society, had been such as to greatly facilitate 
the labours of the missionary body, and to inspire them 
with the brightest prospects of success. (Hear, hear.) 
The gallant colonel, after some further observations, 
concluded, loudly applauded. 

Tue Rev. Mr. Hobson, in a brief but effective speech, 
enlarged upon the facts which had been introduced by 
Colonel Sinclair, deducing some very practical conclu - 
sions, upon which he based the society’s claim to gene- 
ral support. 

The Rev. Alexander Pollock, A.M., who, on coming 
forward to address the meeting, was loudly ap , said 
they had been already informed of all the chief points, and 
arguments upon which the society rested its claim for 
support; and anything he could advance would be merely 
in the way of recapitulation, or a recasting in a slightly 
different mould the observations of the former speakers, 
and he doubted whether from this recasting there would 
come forth improvement. (Hear, hear.) Whenever an 
opportunity had been afforded him to advance iu any 
degree the objects of the society, his feelings always 
prompted him to do so. (Hear, hear.) He believed t 
field open to them for occupation was not only most 
extensive, but one that stood in the direst need of culti- 
vation.

I have recently received the 
ho for 1859, and I find there is still an expenditure under 
this head of £190 12s., in addition to £17 4s. for wine, por- 
ter, brandy, &., and 411 10s, for spirits of wine, I con- 
clude, therefore, the committee, who courteously acknow 
my letter, think it undesirable and impracticable to reduce 
this large item of expense below its present amount. In ven- 
turing, however, to call the attention of the subseribers to the 
* through the medium of your columns, I by no means 
wish to cast any reflection on the weekly committee, to whom, 
though I may differ with them in opinion, I feel grateful for 
their disinterested and valuable services. 

Believing, however, as Í do, that a large proportion of this 
expenditure is not only useless, bat worse than useless, I fee! 
it rigbt to call public attention to the subject, es y as 
the infirmary is so low in funds as to uire only recently 
a special appeal for farther aid. It would, no doubt, be con- 
sidered by the medical profession impertinent and dog matical 
on my part to obtrude my views of the strictly medical use 
of alcoholic stimulants ; I will therefore refer tothe testimony 
of medical men of high character, and of great ability and 
experience, who have published their views on this important 
subject. Dr. Carpenter's work has been before the public 
some yeare, but more recently Professor Miller, of Edinburgh, 
has enunciated his views in a little work entitled Alcohol. 
ite Place and Power, which ali who are interested in this 
question would do well to read. 1 might quote other medical 
authorities if my space would permit, but I will only add the 
testimony of John Higginbottam, EKeg., F. K. S., of Notting- 
ham, who, in a recent letter to the editor of the Nottingham 
Free Press, says:—
